We  do  not  know  that  it  is  incam  bent  on 
this  officer  to  make  a  report  to  the  town 
meeting,  but  it  would  doubtless  be  a  great 
satisfaction  to  the  people  to  have  a  detail 
ed  report  of  the  exercise  of  his  functions 
during  the  year,  and  the  results  he  bad  ar 
rived  at  They  would  better  appreciate 
his  onerous  laboca  and  would  gain  much 
valuable  knowledge  respecting  the  different 
classes  of  property  as  well  as  the  varieties 
of  character  in  the  population  of  the 
town. 

Ho  could  doubtless  tall  us  of  the  real 
property,  bow  much  is  farm  land  and  how 
much  mere  village  lota,  how  many  dwell 
ing  houses  of  a  first-class  (costing  (#10,000 
or  more)  of  a  second  class  (costing  front 
#5.000  to  #10,000)  of  a  third  cla  a  (coating 
under  #5,000),  and  bow  many  barns,  how 
many  manufactories  of  each  different  kind, 
how  many  work  shops,  and  how  many 
•tores  for  sale  of  merchandize. 

Of  the  population  we  believe  it  it  his 
daty  to  ascertain  the  number,  the  sexes, 
the  marriages,  births  and  death,  all  of 
which  would  be  an  interesting  feature  of 
hia  report.  Other  details  may  also  be  re¬ 
garded  important.  A  full  report  from  the 
Assessor  could  and  would  he  wisely  made 
the  basis  for  action  at  the  town  meeting 
and  all  through  the  year  by  the  township 
aasnmittee  The  Oommiaaionera  of  Ap¬ 
peals  are  but  an  appendage  of  the  Assess- 
erahtp,  and  there  are  some  who  think  the 
office  would  be  run  as  successfully  and  aa 
justly  without  that  oaudal  addition.

WHAT  SHALL  Ol  K  FUTURE  BE  I

What  shall  be  tue  future  of  eur  village  1 
That  is  a  question  for  very  seriouSF'rrvnSid- 
eralion.  In  iew  communities  are  there 
such  possibilities  as  in  this.  Every  gift 
that  nature  could  provide  she  has  lavished 
upon  this  wonderful  hillside.  To  it  have 
come  those  who  love  culture,  intellectual 
and  social  refinement  and  a  high  standard 
of  morals.  It  has  excellent  schools  and 
churches,  and  the  whole  spirit  oi  the 
place  has  something  to  please  and  improve, 
it  is  now  becoming  prominent  and  attract¬ 
ive,  We  believe  that  the  era  of  its  growth 
has  but  just  commenced.  It  is  very  ap¬ 
propriate  that  those  who  are  so  largely 
connected  with  the  real  prosperity  of  the 
town  should  inquire  anxiously  In  regard  to 
its  future.  The  most  important  question 
to  be  answered  is — What  is  to  be  its  moral 
character.  “  As  the  twig  is  bent  the  tree  is 
inclined  ”  runs  the  old  proverb,  and  it  is 
no  less  true  of  social  than  individual  life. 
There  are  suburban  towns  not  far  away 
that  reproduce  all  the  vices  of  the  metrop¬ 
olis.  Shall  it  be  true  of  this  f  Is  it  not 
possible  for  the  predominantly  moral  and 
Christian  people  of  this  beautiful  region  in 
these  days  of  its  youth  to  consecrate  this 
place  to  morality,  temperance  and  good 
order  ?  If  it  is  not  done  now  it  will  soon 
be  impossible.  There  have  been  some  brave 
and  manly  steps  in  the  direction  of  tem¬ 
perance  reform.  Because  there  is  no  one  to 
follow  up  the  victory,  are  ita  benefits  to  be 
lost  I  Thera  ought  never  to  be  sold  an¬ 
other  glass  of  liquor  in  this  place  with 
legal  sanction.  Our  Local  Option  Law 
will  prove  a  blessing  if  rightly  enforced 
There  should  be  perfect  equity  in  the 
edministration  of  justice  and  no  chance 
for  corruption  ever  to  gain  a  foothold.  But 
to  prevent  this,  great  6are  and  sacrifice 
must  be  exercised.  The  present  inhabit 
ants  must  look  to  all  the  little  details  of 
the  politics  of  the  place.  The  purest  men 
must  be  unremitting  and  earnest  at  the  pri¬ 
maries  and  at  the  polls.  Many  an  evil 
gains  a  |iermanency  because  the  primary 
political  meetings  are  left  to  the  doubtful 
c-ire  of  the  professed  politician. 

The  intellectual  standard  of  the  people 
sliould  ever  be  lifting.  “  A  little  leaven 
leavens  the  whole  lump."  There  are  very 
many  among  us  qualified  at  least  by  exam 
pie  and  personal  influence  to  be  our  leach 
e.s.  They  can  give  direction  to  amuse- 
menta  so  that  they  shall  improve  ax  well  as 
please.  And  may  it  not  be  said  Mm 
community  that  includes  among  its  inhab¬ 
itants  two  artists  of  such  acknowledged 
rank  and  excellence  as  Charles  Parsons 
and  Harry  Fenn  should  at  least  receive 
from  them  tome  occasional  instruction  in 
the  principles  of  an  Art  education  which 
would  be  the  beginning  of  extended  1m 
provernent  in  taste.  We  are  a  very  cornpla 
cent  people  in  Montclair  bat  not  so  self- 
satisfied  that  we  abould  not  answer  this  all 
important  question — What  shall  our  future 
Its?  On  this  foundation  there  may  be 
builded  an  edifies  which  shall  be  beautiful 
within  and  symmetrical  without.  Correct 
morals  and  good  order  may  rule,  temper 
ance  and  virtue  be  the  flower*  of  our  social 
life  ;  honesty  and  manliness  mark  all  our 
dealing*  one  with  another  ;  real  refine¬ 
ment  of  mind  and  character  and  the 
graces  of  true  and  consistent  culture  add 
increasing  attractions  to  the  charms  that 
nature  has  given.

In  determining  the  favorable  influences 
of  the  climate  of  this  locality  on  health 
und  longevity,  the  following  mortuary  sta¬ 
tistics  are  worthy  of  attention  :  The  num¬ 
ber  of  deaths  reported  in  Bloomfield  and 
Moutclair  for  1878,  waa  182  out  of  a  popu¬ 
lation  of  10,000,  lieing  considerably  less 
than  two  per  cent,  or  a  death  rate  of  only 
about  18  to  1,000  of  population.

Mr.  Editor — You  probably  observed  the 
communication  in  the  Time*  of  Jan.  92nd, 
from  the  Warden  of  Sing  Sing  Prison,  ex¬ 
pressing  thanks  tor  the  response  to  his  re¬ 
quest  for  reading  matter  for  the  prisoner* 
under  his  charge,  and  an  appeal  for  further 
supplies. 

Would  it  not  be  a  good  plan  for  the  peo¬ 
ple  of  Montclair  aud  Bloomfield,  as  well  as 
every  other  place,  to  haves  receiving  room 
where  all  books,  magazines  aud  religious 
papers  that  cumber  most  of  our  houses 
■night  be  sent,  affording  a  constant  source 
from  which  monthly  supplies  could  be 
taken  of  fresh,  valuable  reading  to  these 
unfortunates  t  Perhaps  the  Y.  M.  C.  A 
could  inaugurate  such  s  movement  and 
depot. 

Think  of  the  1500  men  and  women  con¬ 
fined  in  that  one  prison.  Measure  off,  read 
er,  in  ths  pleasant  room  in  which  you  sit, 
their  ceils,  7  feet  long,  8  feet  two  inches 
wide,  $  feet  3  inches  high.  Think  of  this 
little  place  as  the  only  or*  in  which  to 
spend  perhaps  fbr  year*,  these  long,  delight¬ 
ful  winter  evenings  which  you  enjoy  so 
much  by  your  bright,  warn  fire,  jour  bril¬ 
liant  light,  and  with  your  friends,  your 
books,  your  papers. 

Who  cau  woudsr  aa  the  Warden  says  : 
“  before  we  had  lights,  books  and  papers, 
the  prisoner*  were  continually  forming 
plans  for  wrong  doing.” 

Finally,  weary  ot  the  darkness  and  idle¬ 
ness  some  of  the  prisoners  made  lainpsout 
of  old  bottles  or  bits  of  earthenware,  using 
a  bit  of  rag  for  wick  and  for  oil  the  grease 
pressed  from  their  meat.  ThU  poor  con¬ 
trivance  war  better  than  nothing,  but  now 
there  is  s  lamp  in  every  cell  and  every 
prisoner  may  enjoy  his  book  or  paper  urftil 
9  o'clock. 

The  prisoners  bind  all  the  magazines  and 
keep  the  books  in  repair.  The  papers  are 
given  out  and  when  rend  by  one  prisoner, 
he  carefully  rolls  it  up  and  puts  it  through 
the  grate*  of  hi*  cell  door,  and  it  ia  made 
the  duty  of  the  watchman  when  passing  to 
pass  it  through  some  other  door  for  the  use 
of  another  prisoner.  Even  those  who  coold 
not  read  when  they  went  there  are  earnest¬ 
ly  learning. 

Prof. Taylor  Lewis  says  :  “one  of  man's 
destructions  is  s  rapacity  for  falling. 
Equally  true  it  is  thst  once  fallen  be  never 
gets  back  without  aid  from  abroad  or  on 
high.  Hia  help  alwaya  comes  either  from 
other  men  wlfo  are  somehow — we  will  not 
Inquire  by  whut  means — in  a  higher  state 
or  from  that  heavenly  thing  which  Christ¬ 
ians  call  grace." 

There  are  multitudes  of  wretched  men 
and  women,  wretched  through  thi*  capaci¬ 
ty  of  failing,  for  whom  no  hand  of  ipan 
has  been  reached  forth  frem  a  higher  state. 
Here  is  a  rare  chance  to  reach  some  under 
circumstances  which  they  will  certainly 
improve  and  certainly  be  influenced  by. 

I  do  not  know  In  how  many  prisons  in 
our  country  such  intelligent  care  of  their 
inmates  is  shown  ss  at  Sing  Sing,  but  If 
such  a  couiae  coold  lie  pursued  in  every 
jail  and  prison  In  our  land  who  ran  doubt 
that  ft  would  be  an  element  in  reform 
more  powerful  than  any  confinement  or 
punishment. 

Not  the  least,  perhaps,  of  the  blessing* 
resulting  from  this  regular  supply  of  read¬ 
ing  would  be  ths  assurance  of  the  interest 
which  the  free  and  outside  world  took  in 
their  welfare,  and  many  a  prisoner  would 
lie  keenly  touched  by  this.  m.  w.  c.
